REV EDWIN R. SELLS 


Let’s spend a moment today: 
thinking about the Christian an- 
swer to our need for moral st- 
andards. Every day we are 
making practical decisions, 
looking one way or the other, the 
standards of our sex relation- 
ships, the questions of temper- 
ance and abstinence. But equal- 
ly, we are making decisions in- 
volving other moralities, our 
relationships to men of other 
races, our relationships tomen 
with whom we work. Allofthese 
are a part of the Christian con- 
cern for moral standards when 
the practical question comes to 
the front, and when we get down 
to cases. 


What are someofthe common 
answers people give inthe mat- 
ter of standards by which they 
live? Some say, “whenin Rome, 
do as the Romans do”. This 
is the way of meeting the pro- 
blem by imitation. Morally 
we try to take on the prot- 
ective coloration of our envir- 
onemnt. The idea of doing 
something because everyone 
else is doing it or believing 
a particular way because our 
neighbors does, is purely non- 
sense. Then some are Saying, 
“let your conscience be your 
guide.” It catches a great 
truth, but standing by yourself 
is not enough. Ourconsciences 
can be trained, even schooled 
at times to be silent. If every 
one was on the right beam 
with conscience, thenthis might 
be a good gauge. Then some- 
one usually gives this advice. 
“Just do what comes naturally.” 
This little jingle and some mo- 
dern psychology don’t always 
come out as they should. Some 
tell us not to repress the nat- 
ural desires. There is a dif- 
ference between repressing and 
suppressing. Repressing me- 
ans denying that you have an 
urge or desire, while suppres- 
sing means holding that desire 
or urge in check. 

What is the Christian answer 
to moral standards? It should 
be clear that no simple formu- 
la will solve every problem. 
Knowing what is right and hay- 


ing the will to do it comes 
as a total way of life. A full 
life is like a river. It must 
have its restrictions and res- 
traints like the bank of a river 
lest it overflows and causes 
trouble. On the other hand 
it must flow freely. Then so 
it is in the Christian moral- 
ity, there are those things like 
tha bank of the river. They 
set limits . . . the Thou Shalt 
Nots! On the other side is 
positive ... Thou Shalt. A per- 


son who searches for the truth 
in morals will find that balance 
so important between the “thou 
Shalt Nots and the Thou Shalts”. 
This is what Jesus meant by 
the “Abundant Life.” 
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It happened on the novice slope 
at a busy ski resort. Alice, a be- 
ginner, was “snowplowing” cau- 
tiously downhill when a wayward 
sled struck her from behind. 

Painfully injured, she decided 
to claim damages from the resort 
management. She blamed her ac- 
cident on the fact that the ski 
run and the sled run were located 
right next to each other, with no 
physical separation between them. 


At the court hearing, the man- 
agement pointed out that it had 
put up signs warning sledders to 
Stay away from the skiers. But the 
court granted Alice’s claim, say- 
ing: : 

“Sleds are not easily controlled, 
while novice skiers are notorious- 
ly unable to direct their own 
movements. The location of these 
two runs made accidents not only 
possible but probable.” 

The growing popularity of ski- 
ing has focused new attention on 
the question of liability in case of 
injury. Generally speaking, as in 
the case above, the management is 
liable for accidents which it could 
have prevented by reasonable 
foresight. 

Nonetheless, skiers — having 
chosen a_ relatively dangerous 
sport—must accept a fair share of 
the risk. In another case a skier 
was hurt when he struck a rock 
concealed under the snow. But 


the rock was small and the siope 
had been checked regularly. 

Denying liability, the court 
said: 


“Skiing conditions may change 
quickly, To hold that the ski trail 
down a mighty mountain should 
be kept free from (all hazards) 
would be to demand the impos- 
sible.”

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RATION BOOK COVER AND LEFT OVER STAMPS 


WILL THIS BE REPEATED? 


You will find pictured here the front of a World War Il 
Ration Book issued to the Publisher of the Elba Clipper. 
Those readers who remember those days know of the li- 
mited gasoline and many food items. The big question 
in everyones mind today is “Will there be a repeat of those 
days of rationing in the near future?” 

There have been rumors for many months that the govern- 
ment was already printing the gasoline rationing books, al- 
though it has been repeatedly denied by government offi- 
cials. Also with more and more shortages showing up on 
the grocery shelves and meat counters the big question 
is rearing its head around the grocery stores. 

Checks with area grocers indicate a growing list of food 
items not being shipped on weekly orders because “manu- 
facturer or packer is not shipping”. 

Following-are quotes from other newspapers over the nation 
concerning the issue of food prices. 

The New London Iowa, Journal said “About the high cost of 
living . . . cigarettes sell for about $2.89 a pound and I don't 
recall anyone complaining about them being high . .. yet 
to pay $1.89 for a beef steak drives some shoppers right 
up the wall. It’s a funny thing, but I know people who'll 
pay 90 cents or $1.25 for a drink and never say a word 
about the ‘high cost of drinking’ but to pay over a $1.00 
a pound for hamburger . . . is a different story!” 
The Hyattsville, Md. Prince George’s Post writes: “Life 
. must be worth living. The cost has more than doubled 
and we still hang on.” 
The Evansdale , Iowa, Enterprise commented about grocery 
bills: “When people complain about their high grocery bills, 
are they talking about just the edible articles they buy each 
week, or do they include all the other items such as alum - 
inum foil, garbage bags, toothpaste, needles, thread and the 
many many other unrelated things they carry home? The 
old time grocery store was just that, but as we know them 
today, they are really known as department stores built 
around the old grocery store, and generally known as Su- 
permarkets of one chain or another. They’re a lot of years

advanced from the day of the cracker barrel, the pickle 
keg and the old coffee grinder, grocery stores.” 


Mr. Leo Meland writing in The New York Times observes 
“How often is it explained that although food prices have 
risen significantly, they have risen far less than most goods? 
Or how often is it pointed out that while prices for all con- 
sumer items rose by 58 percent during the last 20 years 
and housing prices rose by 64 percent, prices for retail 
food went up only 47 percent since 1952 and the price of 
food eaten at home rose less than 40 percent? Even this... 
is not the full story, since our average food bill, which took 
23 percent of our after tax disposable income in 1952... 
Who has had the courage to point out that during this same 
20 year period, while home food prices rose by 40 percent 
(but took 7 percent less of our after tax income), the hourly 
wages received by laborers went up 140 percent.” 

Mr. Melamed observes that it is not his intention to be 
critical of wage increases, but simply to emphasize the un- 
fairness of using today’s rise in food prices as a reason 
for higher wages. It is a simple fact that if food prices 
had kept up with wages since 1952 a quart of milk today would 
cost 55 percent more, a dozen eggs 161 percent more, a 
pound of hamburger 151 percent more and a pound of round 
steak 267 percent more. In the light of figures such as these, 
a freeze on food prices but none on wages hardly seems ap- 
propriate. In the long run, such policy can only breed scarcity 
and black markets. 

The Milnor, N. D., Sargent County Teller said: “With 
the price of beef at the level it is today, most of us don’t 
dare pay much attention to steaks but we thought you might 
be ‘interested in knowing the life'span ofan average steak. The 
average life span of a steak is about 32 months.’ It breaks 
down like this: gestation period nine months, then 18 months 
growing up with mother and on the range, and finally five 
months in the feedlot. Under Secretary of Agriculture J. 
Phil Campbell said consumers must realize how long the 
biological process is and how long it takes before their own 
demand can be reflected back through the marketing system 
to the cattlemen. “Unfortunately”, he added “in these days 
of instant coffee and instant mashed potatoes, there’s no such 
thing as an instant increase in beef supplies.” Maybe this 
has something to do with the cost of beef.” 

Finally from the Burlington, Wisc. Standard Press we get 
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Will Increase 20 Cents 


The basic premium rate for 
the medical insurance part of 
Medicare will go up from 
$5.60 to $5.80 a month begin- 
ning July 1, according to social 
security Officials here. 

The medical insurance part 
of Medicare helps pay for the 
doctor bills and a variety of 
other medical expenses for 
people 65 and over. The pro- 
gram is funded by individual 
premiums matched by the Fed- 
eral Government. 

“The 20-cent increase in the 
premium in July compares to a 
30-cent increase in 1971 and a 
$1.30 increase in 1970,” a so- 
cial security spokesman said. 

“The low increase this year 
reflects savings in the adminis- 
tration of Medicare as well as 
lower anticipated medical costs 
because of the Price Commis- 
sion guidelines limiting physi- 
cians’ fee increases to an aver- 
age 242 percent a year,” he 
said. 

The Medicare law requires 
an annual review of the cost of 
the medical insurance program. 
The premium rate is adjusted 
to cover the estimated medical 
expenses of Medicare patients 
during the 12 months begin- 
ning July 1. 

“The cost of the program 
was $35 million under esti- 
mates made last year,” the 
spokesman said. “Yet without 
the Price Commission limit on 
physicians’ fees, it would have 
been necessary to increase the 
premium to at least $6 a 
month.” 

The medical insurance part 
of Medicare paid $2 billion in 
benefits on behalf of 9% mil- 
lion people in fiscal 1971. Al- 
most everyone 65 and over is 
enrolled—about 20 million peo- 
ple, according to the spokesman. 


The medical insurance sup- 
plements Medicare hospital in- 
surance, which is funded by so- 
cial security contributions and 
helps pay for hospital bills and 
certain follow-up care of peo- 
ple 65 and over. 

Medicare is administered by 
the Social Security Administra- 
tion of the U. S. Department 
of Health, Education, and Wel- 
fare.

ly. Recently, I joined with Sen- 
ator Allen inintroducing anam- 
endment to change this proced- 
ure and to impose a mandatory 
freeze on Congressional sala- 
ries and the pay ofothers under 
the salary commission. Unfor- 
tunately, in action on the Senate 
floor, this amendment was 
weakened. Although it now ex- 
presses opposition to any incre- 
ase, it does not make the freeze 
on salaries mandatory. 


Q. I was in a bad auto-

A. When you are ready 
to retire, you might qualify 
for higher cash benefits 
based on your own eligibil- 
ity and earnings record. 
During your working years, 
you and your children 
could receive disability ben- 
efits based on your work 
record. And, if you should 
die while your children sre 
still young, they could re- 
ceive monthly survivors 
benefits based on your rec- 
ord.

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Newly Constituted Supreme Court 
Points Return To Judicial Conservatism 


Senator Jim Allen 

Ever since coming to the 
United States Senate I have 
contended and -stated publicly 
that the greatest opportunity 
that Mr. Nixon would have as 
President would be that of re- 
shaping the philosophy of the 
Supreme Court through the ap- 
pointment of justices who be- 
lieve in strict construction of 
the Constitution. 

The President has filled four 
vacancies on the Court, andnow 
that the presently constituted 
Court has completed its first 
full year it is obvious that Mr. 
Nixons lasting legacy to the 
Nation is aSupreme Court more 
attuned to judicial conserva- 
tion. 

What the nation is seeing 
is a Court that is reverting 
back to a state of realism, 
striking a better balance be- 
tween individual civil liberties 
and the rights of law abiding 
citizens to live in safety. The 
court is showing a willingness 
to accept the concepts of local 
and state responsibilities in 
making policy decisions and a 
greater willingness to abide 
by the judgements of State 
legislatures and of Congress. 

In one of its most far rea- 
ching decisions, the Supreme 
Court finally cam to grips in 
a practical way with the pro- 
blem of obsenity and porno- 
graphy. Thetestnow is whether 
the work has serious literacy 
artistic political or scientific 
value while in the past, the 
government was forcedtoprove 
that such material was utterly 
without redeemed social values, 
an entirely different standard. 

But just as significant as 


establishment of guidelines for 
defining obscene material isthe 
aspect of the decision that re- 
quires that the question of what 
is obscene be decided by local 
standards instead of a single 
national standard. And that is 
as it should be. 

Other landmark decisions of 
the Court strengthen the hands 
of law enforcement officers and 
the courts in respecting and 
protecting the rights of law- 
abiding citizens as wellas those 
accused of criminal violations, 
returned to local officials some 
responsibilities for political 
decisions such as legislative 
reapportionment; and seta pre- 


cedent for requiring other sec- 
tions of the Nation in certain 
situations to abide by the same 
school desegregation rulings as 
are enforced in the South. . 
It is entirely within the 
realm of possibility that Mr. 
Nixon will have the opportunity 
to fill one, or perhapstwo more 
Supreme Court seats by the end 
of his Presidency--three years 
away. If he does, and if the 
caliber of his Court appointees 
remains high, then the people 
of America might rest assured 
of the reversal of some of the 
permissive trends which have 
+ held sway in this Country Syne 
World War II.

The event which occurred on 
Monday June 16th, 1884 didn’t 
stir much excitement except in 
the English household. The 
event being the birth of a son, 
James Oscar English. Not one 
of the thousands of persons he 
later helped as an educator or 
Probate Judge so much as blin- 
ked an eye at the event. 

J. O. English was born to 
John Jefferson and Jennie Young 
English at their farm home about 
six miles south of Elba. He 
was the second of five children. 
English had two brothers, John 
Wiley English, who at the pre- 
sent time resides in Elba; and 
Lee English who died in 1956; 
andiwo sisters, Mrs. Molly 
Loflin, the oldest child, who 
died around 1965; and Miss May 
English, the youngest child who 
had infantile paralysis and died 
at the age of 24. 

Growing up as a farm boy 
in those days presented its pro- 
blems as the work on the farm 
only allowed schooling for a 
few weeks in the summer and 
about three months in the win- 
ter. Even with this obstacle 
English managed to complete 
Damascus Elementary and go 
on to Elba High School and En- 
terprise High School, and to 
complete his high school edu- 
cation. He said that he was 
unable to go on to college, but 
knows that he should have gone. 

At the age of 18 he left the 
farm and taught for about three 
terms. He taught at a country 
school about three miles out of 
Elba. Then at age 19 he taught 
atégMise’s Mill School, the first 
grade level to the sixth grade 

At the age of 18 he left the 
farm and taught for about three 
terms. His first teaching job 
paid $35. a month at a country 
school about three miles out of 
Elba. Then at age 19 he taught 
at Wise’s Mill School, the first 
grade level to the sixth grade. 
level. By this time his salary 
had been raised to the astound- 
ing total of $40. a month. His 
disciplining was done private- 
ly after school so as not to 
embarrass the children in 
front of others. He said that 
discipline was “not too much 
trouble.” 

After teaching English went 
to work with the Atlantic Coast 
Line Railroad in 1905 as a 
telegraph clerk in the office. 
Like a faithful son he went 
home and helped around the 
farm on Saturdays. He work- 
ed with the railroad about four 
years, spending part of histime 
ingElba and the other part in

JAMES OSCAR ENGLISH PROBATE JUDGE OF COFFEE COUNTY FOR 24 YEARS

work for the Rainer Merchan- 
tile Co. in Elba as a clerk. 
Morrow Merchantile bought out 
Rainer and English stayed on 
as a clerk at Morrow Mer- 
chantile, but later became Sec- 
retary-Treasurer of the com- 
pany. 

James Oscar English married 
Clyde Kimmey on June 7th, 1911. 
He continued working at the 
merchantile company until it 
burned in 1914. He and Mrs. 
English built the home in which 
he now lives in 1913. They had 
two children, James Harold, who 
died in December of 1967, and 
Mrs. Herman Dahlke (June) who 
lives in Elba. Mrs. J. Harold 
English, J. O. English’s daugh- 
ter-in-law still lives in Elba. 
She and Harold had three child- 
ren:Buddy English who now lives 
in Decatur,Al.; Celia Brown of 
Montgomery; and Malcolm Eng- 
lish of Georgia. June Dahlke has 
one daughter, Beth, who is a 
high school student at Elba and 
is working this summer as an 
assistant at the Elba Public 
Library, and one son, Tim Byrd, 
who lives in Georgia and plans 
to attend college next year. 

In 1914 Morrow Merchantile 
burned, thus leaving English 
without a job. In the same 
year he, John Wiley and Lee 
went into the merchantile bus- 
iness for themselves and work- 
ed in the business until the 
flood in March of 1929. 

Knowing the water was rising 
he and his son Harold began 
putting items up on the counter 
at the store so that if the wat- 
er were to get in the store 
the merchandise would not get 
wet. Mrs. English was at home 
and called several times saying 
that the water was rising fast 
so he and Harold went home. 
They realized they would 
have to leave the house so Har- 
old carried June and English 
carried his wife down the side- 
walk through the water. They, 
along with their next door neigh- 
bor, Mrs. Finney Anderson, 
tried to make itto Mr. English’s 
father’s house, but it was too 
rough and they had to stop at 
Mrs. Carrie Bullard’s house, 
He said they stayed there two 
or three nights. One hundred 
and four people stayed at Mrs. 
Bullard’s on Thursday night, 
March 14, 1929, and between 
one hundred and fifty and two 
hundred stayed on Friday night. 
Mr. and Mrs. English went home 
after the flood to a house that 
had to be remodeled and a bus- 
iness that was destroyed. He 
and his brothers did not re- 
open the store. 

After the flood English went 
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to work as a cotton buyer for 
Anderson Clayton and Company. 
While working as a cotton buy- 
er he became a member of the 
County Board of Education in 
1924 and served as a member 
for eighteen years. During this 
same period he was Mayor of 
the City of Elba for part of a 
term due to the death of R. L. 
Cooper. He was a member of 
the Board of Education during 
the time that Coffee County 
made its greatest educational 
advancements. 

In 1946, English made his de- 
cision to run for the office of 
Probate Judge. Mrs. English 
and their friends encouraged 
him to.run as they thought he 
could win and sure enough they 
were right. In fact, he ran for, 
won and served four 6 year 
terms as Probate Judge. His 
platform was “If elected, I sol- 
emnly promise to make the very 
best probate judge I know how to 


make.” This he liveduptofrom — 


January of 1947 until January of 
1971 at which time he retired. 

At the present time he is 
Supernumerary Probate Judge. 
If anything should happen to the 
Probate Judge, the Supernum- 
erary Probate Judge would take 
his place. Judge English said 
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of winning the race for Probate 
Judge “I was fortunate in getting 
votes all over the county.” 

Being that both Elba and En- 
terprise are county seats, each 
with its own courthouse and sep- 
arate set-up Judge English as 
Probate Judge spent part of his 
time in Elba and the other 
part in Enterprise. Monday, 
Wednesday, Thursday, and Sat- 
urday was spent in Elba while 
Tuesday and Friday was spent 
in Enterprise. Commissioners 
Court met bi-monthly in Enter- 
prise for three months and then 
in Elba for three months the 
year around. 

At the time Judge English 
took office, the county was in 
debt. He paid the county out 
of debt and left almost $500,000 
in the treasury when heretired. 
Some of the advancements made 
in the county during his years 
in office were: construction 
of a new Pensions & Security 
office, construction of a new 
health center for the county, the 
paving of more than 500 miles 
of roads, and the remodeling 
of both the courthouse and the 
county jail at Elba. 

Judge English served as Pro- 
bate Judge six years longer than 
anyone in Coffee County has 


ever served. When asked about 
his years as Probate Judge, 
Judge English said “I’m proud 
of my terms in the Probate 
Judges office.” 

Nell Harvison, Chief Clerk 
of the Probate Court, said that 
the thirteen years he was her 
boss were just wonderful.. He 
was more like a relative to her 
than a boss. She found him 
always understanding and pa- 
tient. He was always ready to 
listen to your problems and 
ready to help whenever pos- 
sible. She says that they are 
very close. “Judge English is 
one person in a million. You 
just don’t find anyone like him 
often,” said Mrs. Harvison. 

During the twenty-four years 
he served as Probate Judge, 
he married 1,239 couples in Elba 
and approximately 800 couples 
in Enterprise. He said that he 


was certain the total would 
be over 2,000. Judge English 
said jokingly, “Got a lot of 


them in trouble.” 

In 1968 Judge English rece- 
ived the Leadership Award given 
by Auburn University. This 
award was presented for outst- 
anding contributions and par- 
ticipation in programs that have 
contributed to educational and 
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Judge English on the front porch ofhis home at 716 Putman Street. He and Mrs. 
English built the house in 1913.

economic growth through the 
improvement of agriculture - 
agribusiness, home economics, 
4-H, older youth programs and 
the development of community 
facilities and services in Coffee 
County. ‘In December of 1970, 
he received a _ Certificate 
of Appreciation in recognition 
of his outstanding support of 
the Coffee County Extension 
Program. At his retirement 
in January of 1971, he received 
a plaque from the officials and 
employees of Coffee County 
which read “In profound appre- 
ciation of his dedicated, faithful 
and devoted service - leader- 
ship - and guidance over the 
past 24 years, January 1947- 
1971. The Board of Commiss- 
ioners gave him a large soft 
easy chair when he retired. 

Almost every day he goes 
to the courthouse at some time 
during the day since it still 
feels like home to him. 

On June llth, 1961, a Golden 
Wedding Anniversary Tea was 
given in the home of Dr. and 
Mrs. J. M. Kimmey, Mrs. Eng- 
lish’s brother, to honor Judge 
and Mrs. English. The rec- 
eiving line included among ot- 
hers, Mrs. Essie Rowe James, 
Mrs. Fanny L. Young and Miss 
Jeanette Garrett who had all 
been attendants in their wed- 
ding 50 years before. Ap- 
proximately 250 guests were re- 
gistered during the afternoon. 

Mrs. Clyde English died on 
March 4th, 1966 of a respira- 
tory condition with which she 
had suffered for several years. 

Judge English says that he 
is not as active as he used to 
be. When he retired he was 


‘sure he would go fishing, but 


says that he hasn’t gotten to 
go fishing but twoorthreetimes 
since his retirement. He en- 
joys watching TV and likes foot- 
ball and baseball. Judge English 
said that his eyesight isn’t good 
enough to do much reading and 
he doesn’t drive at night be- 
cause of this fact.

Sales & Earnings 


The Dorsey Corporation 
(NYSE), Chattanooga, Tenn- 
essee, a leading manufacturer 
of glass and plastic containers 
and cargo trailers, today re- 
ported sales and earnings for 
the second quarter and six 
months ended June 30, 1973 

Net sales in the second quar- 
ter rose to $34,562,000 from 
$30,792,000 a year ago, repre- 
senting a 12% increase. Net 
earnings in the period totaled 
$654,000 or .21 per share on 
a fully diluted basis compared 
to $1,452,000 or $.48 per share 
in 1972 

For the six months ended June 
30, net sales increased to a 
record high of $64,674,000 or 
12% greater than the $57, 
897,000 attained a year earlier 
Net income for the period of 
$1,270,000 represents $.41 per 
Share on a fully diluted basis 
down from $2,525,000 or $.83 
per share in 1972 

In commenting on the results 
Herbert L. Oakes, president of 
Dorsey, noted'that all operat- 
ing divisions contributed to the 
sales increase was modest. 
“From a profit standpoint,” he 
Said, “earnings in our cargo 
trailer division continue to show 
substantial improvement over 
last year while the plastic and 
glass divisions’ profits decl- 
ined. Material shortages and 
continually increasing costs for 
material and labor continued 
their adverse effects on pro- 
fits at all three of the com- 
pany’s operating divisions 

Each division had announced 
much needed price increases 
effective in June, but were re- 
quired to rescind then under 
the Phase III price freeze.’ 


In addition to the impact of 
rapidly rising material and la- 
bor costs which could not be 
offset, there were other cond- 
itions which affected profitab- 
ility. Glass containers earning 
were reduced significantly when 
expected sales volume did not 
materialize and it became nec- 
essary to restrict production at 
several locations inthe interest 
of inventory control Also, 
plastic containers income was 
adversely affected by the con- 
tinuing costs associated with 
destruction by fire of a large 
plant in Orlando, Florida last 
quarter and the additional costs 
connected with plant openings 
and entry into new markets. 

Construction and start up of 
new plastic facilities continued 
as planned during the quarter 
A new facility was completed 
in Reserve, Louisiana and li- 
mited production was begun. 
This plant will permit the con- 
solidation and expansion of ac- 
tivities in the large New Or- 
leans market area. Reconstru- 
ction of the Orlando plant is 
nearing completion and it will 
be operative in the third quar- 
ter, and construction has begun 
on a plant in Havre de Grace, 
Maryland which is scheduled 
to start production in the fourth 
quarter of 1973. 

The cargo trailer division, 
Mr. Oakes said, “continue to 
maintain a good backlog of or- 
der and indications are that 
the rate of shipments will re- 
main strong for the balance 
of 1973. The performance of 
the other divisions, however, 
will be more directly affected 
by general economic conditions 
and the restraints of price con- 
trols.”

Nixon's Phase IV Economic an 
nouncement yesterday, has 
made a series of moves to as 
Sure adequate supplies of food 
for domestic and export mar 
kets 

Secretary Butz announced that 


there would be no government 
set aside of land in 1974 for 
feed grains, soybeans, wheat 


and cotton, This will free ap 
proximately 19 million addition 
al acres for production in 1974 

“Farmers will be free to go 
all - out to produce feed grain, 
soybeans, wheat and cotton next 
year, and can make those plans 
now” Secretary Butz says. 
“With grain and cotton prices 
at current levels, and with the 
possibility of contracting to sell 
1974 harvests at strong prices, 
I have every confidence that 
farmers will respond to this 
opportunity,” Secretary Butz 
said 

"The actions taken in Phase 
IV to assure farmers of a fair 
return of poultry, pork, beel 
and milk will improve prosp- 
ects in those commodities so 
that farmers can plan for pro- 
fitable production.” “This will 
reverse the recent trend where 
we have seen farmers ship preg- 
nant cows to slaughter and baby 
chicks killed because of poor 
possibilities of meeting cost. 
Both farmers and consumers 
will be better off in the months 
ahead as a result of Phase IV. 

“If we have a feed grain 
harvest this fall of the size 
now anticipated, and if we have 
an adequate crop in 1974, we 
will avoid export controls on 
grain. We expect to lift all 
exports control when the 1973 
crops become available.”

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BEEF OUTLOOK 

Dan Linton at Auburn is one 
of our specialists who studies 
market all the time. I asked 


him to give us a statement 
1 could pass on to the farm- 
ers on the outlook of cattle 


prices, This is what he said: 
“Beef is in great demand th- 
roughout the world. Feeder 
calf prices will likely hold 
steady to strong throughout the 
fall; however, each of you may 
want to run your calves on 
small grain and shoot for heav- 
ier weights and higher prices 
in the spring. A 350 pound 
calf sold at 60 cents per pound 
is only $210.00 per animal, 
But if held until spring one may 
sell a 650 pound feeder at 50 
cents per pound, This repre- 
sents 320.00 per animal or 
$115.00 margin for venturing.” 

Coffee County farmers have 
an excellent opportunity to grow 
winter grazing. Winter graz- 
ing will keep the soil together, 
will furnish lots of feed for cat- 
tle, and in many cases can be 
used to carry calves, especially 
tail end calves, to heavier wei- 
ghts and greater profits. 

RAIN 

Have you ever heard of mil- 
lion dollar rain? This is what 
we have gotten in the past 
few days. Chances are it could 
very easily be a two or three 
million dollar rain when you 
consider it will help the pea- 
nuts, younger corn, pastures 
gardens and lawns. 

I talked with John Henry 
Day and his son Hamp last 
week, and they had gotten about 
an inch of rain Thursday and 
Friday. They live south of As- 
bury in McCall’s Store Com- 
munity. Their area was ex- 
tremely dry last year, and the

peanut yields were low, 
overjoyed with all this rainfall

MAILING LISTS

LEAFSPOT CONTROL 

Last year I ran into some 
farmers Who did not spray 
or dust for leafspot a single 
time, They bragged about mak- 
ing a ton to the acre. But by 
spending a few dollars and con- 
trolling leafspot, these same 
farmers could very easily have 
made 2,500 to 3,000 pounds 
per acre. Fortunately, most 
Coffee Courity farmersaretry- 
ing to do good leafspot con- 
trol. 

The big risk that a lot of 
farmers take is stopping their 
control program too early. 
This year peanuts were planted 
about two weeks later than 
usual. This means that we 
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would normally be digging some 
two weeks later, Consequently 
most folks need to continue 
their Spray or dust program 
later than usual, 

LAWNS 

We have had some experience 
the past couple of weeks at our 
new office getting a lawn start- 
ed. We have over an acre 
around the buildings that we 
have planted to Meyer Zoysia, 
This is a grass that has a 
dark green color andthe blades 


are larger than Emerald or 
Matrella Zoysia. It won't do 
as well as in dense shade 


as Emerald and Matrella, but 
of course we do not have any 
trees at the Farm Center. 

We sent a soil sample in 
and used a ton of lime and plen- 
ty of mixed fertilizer and also 
used a lot of broiler house 
manure, It will take it pro- 
bably close to a year to really 
be a beautiful sod, 

Around the coliseum we are 
putting Emerald Zoysia which 
has a fine blade and is also 
a beautiful grass. So visitors 
to the Farm Office Agricul- 
tural Center will get to see 
two types of Zoysia grass 
lawns.

BAKING EQUIPMENT 

When baking, using the ri- 
ght pan for the job can mean 
the difference between success 
and failure 
Cookies and biscuits are ba- 
ked in a hot oven for a short 
length of time. So they need 
a baking pan or sheet that re- 
flects enough heat to prevent 
burning. Aluminum is pre- 
ferred because it will not dar- 
ken with use; tin pans darken 
quickly at the high tempera- 


tures used for baking biscuits 


LIME PAYS 
“My corn is stunted and 
will not grow; it looks like 
it has no fertilizer.” Comments 
such as this are common each 
spring A soil test often re- 
yeals a low soil pH caused the 
stunted discolored condition. 
A condition that a ton of lime 
per acre, last fall would have 
corrected 

Years ago the low rates of 
fertilizer used caused little 
change in soil pH and several 
years went by before lime was 
needed. However, today, with 
500 to 700 pounds per acre of 
fertilizer being applied, the 
soil pH can take a drastic ch- 
ange in two or three years 
This is why a soil test should 
be taken once every two or th- 
ree years. This fallisthetime 
to apply lime. Fields are usu- 
ally their driest in the fall and 
this also gives the lime enough 
time to react with the soil be- 
fore next spring’s crop is pl- 
anted.

ally in August. W.F. St- 
roud recently had some fish to 
die in his pond because of low 
oxygen 

Oxygen levels are at their 
lowest in the early morning 
around daylight. It also be 
comes low during cloudy and 
rainy weather. Oxygen shor- 
tage occurs when ponds are 
overstocked. Most ponds can 
support only about 2,000 cat- 
fish per acre; however, a pond 
with a real good water supply 
may support as many as 3,000 
fish per acre. 

If an oxygen shortage is no- 
ted, the pond owner can aerate 
the water by pumping it into 
the air and letting it fall onto 
a piece of tin or some other 
large object. This disperses 
the water and allows a large 
amount of water to come in 
contact with the air, therefore 
absorbing more oxygen 

If a pump is not available, 
20-50 pounds of superphos- 
phate per surface acre should 
be applied. This will promote 
the growth of green plants wh- 
ich in turn produces the oxygen.

FREEZING FISH AT HOME 
A highly recommended 
method for freezing fish to pre- 
vent drying out and moisture 
loss is glazing. This method 
coats the fish with ice, causing 
a seal which prevents drying. 
It is as efficient as the better 
known method of freezing the 
fish in a block of ice, and 
takes less freezer space for st- 
orage. To glaze the fish, 
clean it, place in a single 
layer on a tray loosely wrap- 
ped. As soon as the fish is

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frozen, dip it quickly in cold 
water. If the fish is compl- 
etely frozen, a glaze will form 
immediately. If the glaze does 
not form, return the fish to 
the freezer until it is complet- 
ly frozen. Repeat the glazing 
process three or four times. 
A thin coat of ice will result 
from each dipping. Handle the 
fish carefully to avoid break- 
ing the glaze. Wrap the fish 
in airtight wrappings, such as 
cellophane, aluminum foil, poly- 
ethelene or laminated paper. 

Fish may be frozen in a so- 
lid block of ice simply by fil- 
ling a container with water 
and placing in the freezer until 
it is solidly frozen around the 
fish. Then wrap the block 
or ice containing the fish in 
moisture vapor proof material 
and return to the freezer.

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OLD LETTER GIVES COFFEE INFORMATION 


The following is a letter writ- 
ten over half a century ago,from 
the law offices of Claude Riley, 
James Noah Ham and Malcolm 
S. Carmichael, and addressed to 
Hon. Thomas M. Owen, Director 
of Archives Dept. at Montgom- 
ery. 

The letter was dated August 
Ist, 1916, and indicates that Mr. 
Owen had written these attor- 
neys at Elba asking for infor- 
mation pertaining to various pl- 
aces in the County. The letter 
was copied by Gus and Ruby 
Bryan, of Opp, and submitted 
by Mrs. Sharon Wa rd, great 
niece of the author. 

“Dear Owen: 

I have devoted two or three 
days to getting information rela - 
tive to thehistory ofpost offices, 
etc., but I have been unable to 
find anyone who seems to knowa 
great deal more about it than I 
knew to begin with, and I here- 
with give the history of the pla- 
ces named, as near as I can, 
and if you use the information 
contained herein, you can put it 
in your own language. 

Arcus Post Office is com- 
paratively a new office, having 
been established within the last 
fifteen years; it is on the Elba 
& Victoria Public Road, and is 
kept by Mr. W. C. Maddox, who 
runs a small store, and a grist 
mill, gin, ground pea and vel- 
vet bean picker, thresher, hay 
press, and pessibly some other 
machinery at his place. It is 
three miles South-west of Vic- 
toria, and I suppose gotits name 
from a relative of Mr. W.C. 
Maddox, there being an Arcus 
Maddox in that neighborhood. 
Arcus is on a Star Route, be- 
tween Elba and Victoria. 

Clintonville Post Office is 
twelve miles East of Elba on 
the old Elba and Ozark Road, and 
is one of theoldest towns in Cof- 
fee County; there being only thr- 
ee very old towns in the County, 
according to my recollection, 
viz: Clintonville, Elba and Vic- 
toria. Clintonville, for many 
years before the Civil War, was 
called Indigo Head, and was, ac- 
cording to my understanding, 
something like one-half mile So- 
uth of the present site, and so 
called on account of the vast 
quantity of indigo growing ar- 
ound about the place where the 
voters met to cast their ballots. 
Several years before the war the 
Post Office, and precinct was 
changed to its present site, but 
I have never heard, and can find 
no one who can tell me why the 
name Clintonville was givento 
it. 
Elba, the County Site of Cof- 
fee County, was named a good 
many years before the war, that 
is itS name was changed from 
Bentonville. The old town of 
Bentonville was about one and 
one-half miles South-East ofthe 
present site of Elba, with pos- 
sibly a post office and store, 
and later Bentonville was moy- 
ed near the present site of El- 
ba, but nearer in and near the 
banks of Pea River. The wri- 
ter now owls the place where 
Bentonville was established 
when moved here. J. B. Sim- 
mons, who afterwards, and up 
until his death, a few yearsago, 
took a very active part in the 
(line or lines left out) 
the banks of Pea River Judge 
Yelverton bought practically all 
of the land around about where 
the present site is, from a man 
by the name of Weeks, who bou- 
ght the same from one McLane, 
- McLane possibly having ent- 
ered it. Judge Yelverton was a 
brother-in-law to John B. Sim- 
mons, and John B. Simmons, 
Judge Yelverton, andothers, es- 
tablished, or moved the town ab- 
out two hundred yards north of 
where it was, and John B. Sim- 
mons gave to the town the name 
of Elba. He was a greatadmir- 
er of Napoleon Bonaparte and 
read the history of him a great 
deal, and iiked the name Elba so 
well until he gave to the town 
the name. 

J. P. Blue was living here at 
that time practicing medicine, 
and he was the father of the 
present Dr. J. D. Blue, who 
lives here now. To go into de- 
tail and give even a partial his- 
tory of the men who have lived 
here and attained to more or 
less prominence, would be a 
great task, but if it takes this 
to give you the information, that 
you desire,please let me know 
and I will endeavor to give this. 
The land office was here for 
Many years prior to the Civil 
War. 

Enterprise Post Office, down 
in the Southeastern part of the 
County, was known before the 
war, and up until about twenty- 
five years ago, as Drake Eye. 
I cannot ascertain for what rea- 
son this name was given it. It 
was located at ee and one- 
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half miles Northeast of thepre- 
sent town of Enterprise, and 
there was very little, ifanything 
else, but a Post Office there. 
Later, and while the country ar- 
ound about, and especially South 
and Southwest of the present 
town of Enterprise, was virgin 
Pine woods, three pioneer citi- 
zens of that section, viz: J. H. 
Carmichael, W. S. Edwards and 
H. M. Bruner - each of them be- 
ing a son-in-law of Dr. J. L. 
Brown, of Hawridge, Alabama, 
changed the name of the Post 
Office from Drake Eye to En- 
terprise, and a few yearsafter- 
wards the post office was moved 
to where the town of Enterprise 
is now, and three men mention- 
ed hereinabove had each home- 
Steaded lands in (he community 
of the presént Enterprise, the 
most of the lands where the town 
now is located being homestea- 
ded by J. H. Carmichael. 

The first name applied to the 
Post Office which was about 300 
yards from the present site of 
Kinston, Alabama, was Cross- 
Trails. This town is located 
in the extreme Southwestern 
part of the County, and the Post 
Office was established there ab- 
out forty years ago, andkept for 
a good many years by Joel J. 
Adams, who owned a great deal 
of the property around about th- 
ere. And about twenty years 
ago, when the L. & N. R. R.was 
built through there thename was 
changed to Boom. The name 
was given the town in honor of 
the wife of P. N. Hickman, now 
of Geneva, whose name is Boom, 
that is it is rather anick-name. 
P. N. Hickman, just a short wh- 
ile before the railroad was built 
through there, had bought out a 
great deal of the land formerly 
(line or lines left out) 
being the name that P. N. Hick- 
man was familiarly known by, 
and later the name was changed 
from Pink to Kinston, possibly 
on account of there being anoth- 
er town in Alabama called Pink; 
I understand the railroad was in- 
strumental in getting the change 
made. 

New Brockton Post Office was 
first called Brock, after Hugh 
Brock, who owned the landabout 
where New Brocktonnowis. La- 
ter this name was changed to 
Brockton, and still later the 
Mame was changed to New 
Brockton, on account of there 
being another Brockton, and 1 
believe the railroad was instr- 
umental in getting this change 
made, New Brockton coming into 
existence when the railroad was 
built from the main line at Wat- 
erford and running to Elba. 

Victoria, Alabama was for 
Many years before the war and 


“possibly after the war ‘called 


Smut Eye. J.C. Brown for many 
years prior to the war ranasa- 
loon there, and it is said that the 


boys, in cold weather, would go 
there and drink pretty freely, 
then get on the outside and make 
a lightwood knot fire, sitaround 
in the smoke and swap yarns, 
ami the smoke and soot would 
settle around their eyes, and in 
the eyebrows, and a stranger 
stopping there one day, andnot- 
icing the number of smutty eye~ 
brows, made the remark, “This 
must be Smut Eye”, and from 
that time, for many years, the 
place was called Smut Eye. Just 
before, or just after the war, 
the name of the place was chan- 
ged to Victoria in honor of the 
daughter _of Elisha Winslow. a 


pioneer and prominent citizen of 
that community at that time, his 
daughter’s name being Victoria, 
ani she afterwards marriedDr. 
Holley, who practiced medicine 
at Victoria many years ago. It 
is said that she was greatly in- 
Strumental in having the name 
Victoria used after it was given, 
and would not tolerate the name 
of Smut Eye being used in her 
presence. 

This gives you a partial and 
short history of the places in- 
quired about in your letter, but 
it would not be inappropriate for 
me to mention that while Geneva 
County was a part of Coffee 


County, the county site was lo- 
cated 8 miles Southeast of Elba, 
and was called Old Wilburn, and 
when the county site war moved 
from Old Wilburn, there was a 
contest as to where it should be 
located, between Indigo Head 
now Clintonville, and Benton- 
ville, now Elba, and about that 
time the change in names, that 
is from Indigo Head to Clin- 
tonville, and Bentonville to El- 
ba, took place. There has been 
several other post offices inthe 
County, but their names, ch- 
anges, etc., would not make 
very interesting reading. The 
first post office the writer ever 
Saw was near where he was 
reared, six and one-half miles 
North of Elba, and was called 
Brannons Stand, taking itsname 
from James Brannon, whoowned 
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a great deal of the land around 
about there, and the writer’s 
father later on accumulated 
several thousand acres of land 
right around about it, and his 
home, prior to his moving to 
Elba in 1884, was within 50 
yards of Brannon’s Stand, but 
the post office had been discon- 
tinued for several years. 

If I can serve you further, 
let me know.

How fire-safe is your home? 
Most homeowners are careful 
not to overload electrical cir- 
cuits, store combustible waste 

materials, or leave fireplaces 
unscreened. But there are 
other basic fire-safety meas- 
ures that should be built into 
a home to assure maximum 
safeguards against the threat 
of fire, 

One of the most important 
is fire-resistant roofing, The 
National Fire Protection As- 
sociation has for years urged 
enactment of community 
codes that prohibit use of 
readily combustible roofing. 

An increasing number of 
communities do require roof- 
ing that qualifies as fire-re- 
sistant. Such roofing includes 
asphalt shingles, tile, slate, 
metal, asbestos cement, as- 
phalt roll roofing, and chemi- 
cally-treated wood shingles, 

Other built-in structural 
fire-safety factors are: 

¢ Walls of non-combustible 
materials such as plaster, 
gypsum or asbestos-cement, 
Insulation should be fire-re- 
sistant. 

* Doors that are solid (not 
hollow core) and tight-fitting 
enough to hold back fire and 
smoke, 

¢ Windows large and low 
enough to serve as emergency 
exits, and easily opened even 
by children, 

* Chimneys that are “lined” 
and reach well above the roof 
peak,

First Time College Students 
May Get Federal Grant 


Students attending Enterprise 
State Junior College for the first 
tise during Fall quarter may be 
eligible for a $200 to $500 Fed- 
eral grant, Harvey Watt, student 
financial aid director, has an- 
nounced. 

Watt said the program was 
authorized under the Education 
Amendment of 1972 and funds 
have been alloted to provide up 
to $500 to qualified full time 
students during the 1973-74 sch- 
ool year. 

The Basic Educationl Op- 
portunity Grant Program is a 
Federal aid program designed 
to provide financial assistance 
to those who need it to attend 

post-high school educational in- 
Stitutions. 

The amount a student may re- 
ceive is based on their family 
contribution to their education- 
al expenses and cannot exceed 
one-half the cost of their educa- 
tion. Eligibility is determined 
by three criteria: A student 
mist be enrolling in a post- 
high school program at an eli- 
gible institution for the first 
time; must be attending on a 
full-time basis; and must be a 
U. S. citizen. Any student who 


NOW 


has attended any post-high sch- 
ool institution at any time be- 
fore July 1, 1973, will not be 
eligible. 

Applications are available at 
the Junior College financial aid 
Office, at most U. S. Post Of- 
fices, and from the U. S. Office. 
Education. Watt said that he 
and the counselors at ESJC will 
be glad to assist individuals in 
making application and will ans- 
wer any questions concerning 
this new program. ‘‘We have 
plenty of applications and ins- 
tructions, and will be available 
during office hours to anyone 
desiring assistance,’’ he said. 
Watt’s office is located in the 
Administration Building. 

Watt urges interested stu- 
dents to submit an application 
if they need assistance. “This 
1s an outright grant,’ Watt 
Said, ‘‘and all a student has to 
do is submit an application. 
Eligibility will be determined 
and the student will be noti- 
fied within four weeks. When 
he receives his notice he takes 
it to the college, university, 
or vocational institution ‘he 
plans to attend and they tell 
him how much he will receive.
